As you are aware, the racetraek municipality contribution agreement (the "Contribution 
Agreement") made as of November 11, 1999 between us (formerly known as Ontario Lottery 
Corporation) and The Corporation of the City of Sarnia (the "Municipality") will terminate on 
April 30, 2012 as a consequence of the termination of the Prescribed Lottery Scheme (as such 
term is defined in the Contribution Agreement). 

To assist with transition costs related to termination of the Contribution Agreement, and further 
to our discussions, we will make a final contribution payment to the Municipality in the 
aggregate amount of $1,509,000 (the "Contribution"). 

Commencing on April 1, 2012 and continuing up to and including March 31, 2013, the 
Contribution will be paid by us to the Municipality in 4 equal installments of $377,250. Each 
such installment will be paid on or about the 20 th day of the month following the quarters ending 
June 30, 2012, September 30, 2012, December 31, 2012 and March 31, 2013 to your Canadian 
Imperial Bank of Commerce bank account, Transit # 04382, Account #81 1321 1, pursuant to the 
Contribution Agreement. Notwithstanding the foregoing, we will have the right, in our sole 
discretion, to prepay the full amount of the Contribution at any time or from time to time without
